MOLTEN STEEL

The end of the pouring of a heat of steel from one of the open
hearth furnaces at the Torrance Works of Columbia-Geneva
Steel Division of United States Steel Corporation. The effer-
vescent steel has filled the ladle and slag is overflowing into the
pots below. Large hooks extending from an overhead crane
will pick up the ladle and carry it to the ingot molds. Through
a nozzle in the bottom of the ladle, the molten metal will be

ured into the mdlds, After cooling, the ingots will be stripped
ﬁ their molds and sent o the plant's rolling mills for further

processing.
